1. Amtmann Fellowship 


During the Spring Council meeting Council discussed disposition of the funds for the Amtmann 
Fellowship. Members will recall that revenues of the Amtmann Circle were given to the Society 
to fund a fellowship to support a scholar in one of Mr Amtmann’s principal areas of interest: 
Canadiana, book collecting, bookselling, and bibliography. The first Amtmann Fellow, Bertrum 
MacDonald, was chosen in 1992. Applications are hereby solicited for a possible award in 1995. 
See below for deadline . 


Because of current interest rates the fund will not grow as quickly as Council would like. In 
order to continue to support the work of scholars, Council is asking for membership support. 
Every year some members generously donate funds to the Society for which they receive an 
income tax receipt. An extra line has been added to the renewal notice; should you wish to 
assign part of your donation to the Amtmann Fellowship, the Society can continue to give the 
award for many years to come. 


2. Tremaine Fellowship 


The Tremaine Fellowship is offered in memory and through the generosity of Marie Tremaine 
(1902-84), the doyenne of Canadian bibliographers. The Fellowship was instituted in 1987 and 
is offered annually to support the work of a scholar engaged in some area of bibliographical 
research, including textual studies and publishing history, and with a particular emphasis on 
Canada. The Fellowship, which is in the amount of $1,000, is open only to members of the 
Bibliographical Society of Canada. 


The Tremaine Fellowship will be awarded only in support of specific research projects, involving 
discrete areas of research. Projects which are part of some larger undertaking will not be 
considered unless they can be completed on their own and can lead to findings which are 
reportable or publishable in themselves. The funds available are for out-of-pocket expenses such 
as travel fares and subsistence, and for technical services or supplies; these funds may not be 
used for salaries or stipends. 


Applications for the Amtmann and/or Tremaine Fellowships should be made on the form 
attached at the end of this issue of the Bulletin and must be accompanied by a detailed budget 
proposal, a full curriculum vitae, and two sealed letters of reference. This material, postmarked 
no later than 28 February 1995, should be mailed to: The Chair, Fellowships Committee, 
Bibliographical Society of Canada, P.O. Box 575, Postal Station P, Toronto ON M5S 2T1.

6. BSC/SbC Policy on Travel Subsidies / Politiques de frais de déplacement 


SSHRC has awarded the Society a grant in aid of travel and accommodation costs by members to 
the conferences and AGMs of the Society. This grant is the principal source of funds available to 
reimburse presenters and respondents, as well as to assist members travelling to the Society’s 
AGM. The award is for a total of $3,522 per year in 1992, 1993, 1994, and 1995. Funds will be 
disbursed by an ad hoc committee consisting of the Treasurer (Chair), Past President, and one 
other member of BSC Council. 


As this funding is very limited, BSC normally cannot undertake to pay the full expenses of 
qualified applicants. Members should first apply to their own institutions or to other funding 
organizations for a subsidy; members are advised to obtain the lowest possible air fares. 


Compensation will normally be considered only for expenses incurred within Canada and will be 
scaled according to the cost of transportation to the site of the meeting. Priority will be given to 
those who are travelling more than 300 km to the meeting. 


Applicants must be participating in or attending the conference/AGM, be BSC members in good 
standing or guests invited by the program committee, and must have registered for the BSC 
Conference . 


Each year, specific funds will be set aside for student applicants. If these funds are not 
exhausted, they may be applied to other categories of members or they may be carried forward 
for student use in the following year, at the discretion of the committee. Special consideration 
will be given to independent researchers who are unaffiliated with an archival, educational, 
library, museum, research, or other similar institution. 


All who wish to be considered for assistance must fill out the special form provided by the 
Society in the Fall issue of its Bulletin. These must be received by the Treasurer, no later 
than 31 March 1995. 


The committee will meet shortly after the funds have been provided by SSHRC, usually close to 
the end of April of each year. Decisions will be communicated by surface or electronic mail as 
soon as possible, but no later than the middle of May. 


Appropriate receipts, such as air/bus/train tickets and registration receipts or hotel bills, must be 
sent to the Treasurer by those who have been awarded a subsidy within two months of the end of 
the conference or meeting. The award will not be honoured beyond this time; no reminders will 
be issued. Receipts will be annotated and returned, if the amount reimbursed is less than the 
expense submitted, as they may be of further use to the members concerned.

Normalement les compensations ne sont accordées que pour des dépenses encourues au Canada 
et seront réparties suivant les coiits de transport en fonction du lieu de la réunion. On traitera en 
priorité les demandes de personnes astreintes 4 un déplacement supérieur a 300 km.

These manifold contributions were dedication and loyalty to the Society through 
many years and an act of faith in the art and science of bibliography itself, of which she made 
caring study, and careful, if anonymous, practice, quietly teaching and offering wise words and 
generous encouragement to the many who have followed in her footsteps. 


While in the midst of a varied and taxing career in library science, she identified herself with the 
interests and objectives of the BSC/SbC while it was still in its formative years, joining the 
Society in December 1951. Soon her dedication and professional abilities were recognized and 
she took on the onerous mantle of Secretary-Treasurer to the Society in July 1955. In this 
capacity for nearly twenty-five years, she safeguarded the Society’s resources with diligence, and 
its heritage with archival sagacity. As well, she provided nurturing care which allowed it to 

- develop into the strong national association it is today.

12. In Memoriam 


The BSC/SbC Bulletin notes with sadness the death on 4 April 1994 of C. Donald Cook, 
Professor Emeritus, University of Toronto School of Information Studies. He was 71. A Phi 
Beta Kappa graduate of the University of Arizona and of Columbia University [(LS)BS, 
(LS)MS, DLS], he worked at the United Nations Library in Geneva (1947-52), Columbia 
University’s School of Library Service (1952-57), Columbia University Libraries (1957-69), and 
the University of Toronto’s Library School (1969-89). As editor, author, teacher, and 
practitioner Don Cook made significant contributions to the arts of bibliographic description and 
cataloguing. His students prized his warm and gentle wit, which enabled him to portray 
cataloguing not merely as interesting and important, but also as humorous. 


Readers will be sad to learn of the death of H. Pearson Gundy (1905-1994). The University 
Librarian of Queen’s University (1947-66), he was an early and active member of BSC/SbC. 
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While his education was in the field of English (University of Toronto, BA, MA) and he taught 
at McMaster (1931-35), University of Chicago (1936-37), and Mount Allison (1937-47), his 
library career began in 1942 when he was appointed to the position of Director of Library 
Service at Mount Allison. In 1944 he attended Library School at Columbia. It was an easy step 
to the prestigious office of University Librarian at Queen’s. There Mr Gundy became an early 
Council Member of BSC/SbC and author of two of the Society’s pioneer volumes: Early 
Printers and Printing in the Canadas (1957, 2nd ed. 1964) and Book Publishing and Publishers 
in Canada before 1900 (1965). At Queen’s Mr Gundy introduced Douglas Library Notes and 
served as editor for five years. When he stepped down as University Librarian he was appointed 
Professor of Bibliography, as well as English Language and Literature, at Queen’s, and became 
editor of Queen's Quarterly and co-founder and Senior Editor of McGill-Queen’s University 
Press. During this time he edited and published the letters of Bliss Carman, the Canadian poet. 
He retired from Queen’s in 1970, but continued his research in the field of printing and 
publishing in Canada. Mr Gundy, ‘Pete’ to his friends, made an impressive and lasting 
contribution to Canadian bibliography, but will be best remembered, perhaps, for his gentleness 
and wit, as well as for being the epitome of the scholar librarian. 


13. Hinman Collator 


The Harriet Irving Library, University of New Brunswick, has made a remarkable and most 
generous gift to Special Collections at the National Library of Canada — one of the few Hinman 
Collators ever to be used in Canada. Developed by, and named for, Charlton Hinman, the 
eminent Shakespearean scholar, the first collator was constructed specifically to collate the 
several copies of Shakespeare’s First Folio held at the Folger Library. Its purpose is to facilitate 
the accurate and detailed comparison of documents that may be identical. The Collator can be 
used to compare engraved prints or maps, photographic prints, and revised printers’ proofs as 
well as printed documents. The National Library’s Hinman Collator is operational and available 
for use by bibliographers and other scholars on application to Dr Joyce M. Banks, Curator, Rare 
Book Collection, # 613-996-7283 or FAX 613-996-4424. 


14. Book Notices 


The Bibliography of Canadian Bibliographies / Bibliographies des bibliographies canadiennes 
3rd ed., edited by Ernie Ingles, is to be published this year by the University of Toronto Press. 


Grace Heggie and Anne McCaughey of York University are indexing The University Magazine 
(1901-20), using the Authex indexing program, and supplying explanatory notes to this 
previously inaccessible journal. Publication is planned for early 1996 by Duncan McLaren of 
McLaren Editions, Toronto. 


Two of the most important books on bibliography ever published have recently been reissued. 
R.B. McKerrow’s Introduction to Bibliography for Literary Students has been given a twenty- 
two page introduction by David McKitterick and totals 359 pages in this new edition. The other 
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title, Fredson Bowers’ Principles of Bibliographic Description, now comes equipped with a new 
nine-page introduction by G. Thomas Tanselle (total 505 pages). Both of these paperbound 
editions are priced at US$29.95, and are available from Oak Knoll Books, 414 Delaware Street, 
New Castle DE 19720 U.S.A. (outside North and South America, from Niche Marketing & 
Publishing Services, 6 Turville Barns, Eastleach, Cirencester, Glos. GL7 3QB, England). 


Nineteenth-century Canadian literary studies will certainly profit from two recent publications by 
Thomas B. Vincent — Index to Pre-1900 English-Language Canadian Cultural and Literary 
Periodicals and A Directory of Known Pseudonyms, Initial Sets, and Maiden Names Found in 
Selected English-Canadian Magazines, Newspapers, and Books of the Nineteenth Century. The 
former, in a limited edition (of 50) CD-ROM, indexes 190 titles, and is published by Dataware 
Technologies, 1 Antares Drive, Nepean ON K2E 8C4 (FAX: 613-225-2304), at $249 plus tax. 
The latter contains over 800 identifications (vi, 224 pages), and may be ordered from Loyal
